"We have reached today the 
great mysterious Ice barrier.

Earth’s Crust is Continually 
Changing, Says Noted Scientist 


SY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(Associated Frees Science Editor) 
New York, Dec. 26- (ZP)—The 
earth’s crust probably ie not "dead" 
and finished In shape, the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science was* told tonight 
by Dr. Bailey W2Ilie of Stanford 
university. 
Instead, even the stable bottom 
of the Atlantic ocean now may be 
heating up preparatory to csuslng 
land shifts. 
The theory is thst 
scores of milss down in the rocks 
tbst form the skin of mother earth, 
great blisters form, as big as whole 
states, and that aa they melt the 
rocks, the resulting upthrusts make 
the earth's surface what It is, and 
whatever it may change to. 
But there was nothing of pos­ 
itive human catastrophe 
in 
Dr. 
Willis' picture, for he spoke In the 
new time concept of science, his 
changes requiring millions of years. 
He comfortingly named well-known 
places where on the jiIow 
time 
scale such shifts 
actually 
seem 
now under way. 
• 
Dr. Willis* address In a u g u ra te d 
the annual convention of the asso­ 
ciation. 
His 
subject 
was “The 
Origin and Development of Conti­ 
nents." He said all continents arc 
great p'ateaus of granite, standing 
high above the sea bottoms, which 
are of basalt, a heavier rock. 
Compression Causes, Hast. 
“Wa know tbs kind of rock that 
underlies the sea," he said, "fron 
Hesmographs. 
With aid of earth 
quakes wa can sink out plummets 


more than half way to the center 
of the earth. 
We know the veloc­ 
ity at which shocks travel, the 
depths at which they pass through 
or around the earth, and the kind 
of rock they pass through. 
We 
know that the earth is enveloped 
about 2,000 mtiss thick with elastic 
rock, below which la core about 
2,000 mile# In radius, apparently 
inelastic, very heavy, probably iron, 
which may be melted.’’ 
The heat that causes blisters, he 
said, probably does not emanate 
from the earth's inner core. 
"Compression 
by 
gravity,” he 
added, “Is capable of producing a1 
the heat of which we have evi­ 
dence. Ae rocks melt, the melting 
tends to extent laterally faster 
than upward, thus forming blist­ 
ers—asthenoliths, well call them. 
Conditions favorable to formation 
of asthenoliths appear likely to de­ 
velop in those layers thirty to six 
hundred miles below the earth's 
surface, and probably only those 
within lese than one hundred miles 
of the surface directly affect It. 
Requires Msny Years. 
“A blister may grow several hun­ 
dred miles across, and be ten to 
twenty miles deep, containing one 
or more million cubic miles. 
The 
cover eventually breaks around the 
margins, where eruptions follow, 
and finally the cover fa'ls Into the 
implied center. 
Conditions thus 
theoretically sketched are features 
>t the smaller depressions that are 
he deeps of the oceans. 
Tene 
riffs, ths Windward Islands and 


the Hawaiian Islands are examples 
cf volcanic ridges surrounding such 
deeps. 
"A blister requires perhaps sev­ 
eral million years to grow. A very 
large number of eruptions, a great 
many asthenoliths and 
an 
enor­ 
mous lapse of time must have been 
required to form Africa, Eurasia 
and the Americans in this way. 
The complex structure of each con­ 
tinent corresponds with the mu'ti- 
pllclty of actions required by the 
theory. 
"Is the earth dead? 
Are the 
ocean basins and continents made 
end finished? 
Are there no active 
asthenoliths? 
“There is a great deep off Japan 
and the chain of volcanoes domin­ 
ated by Kujulsan. 
There is the 
deep of the Aleutian Islands, with 
Rat mal and many other volcanoes 
that rise in the Andes. There are 
many others in the Pacific and 
West Indies.

Berlin— Ten years of republi­

have failed to quench the hidden 
fires of monarchy. 
Coinciding with the decennary 
celebration o f the Reich aa a re­ 
public, there was a stormy scene 
in the Breslan municipal council 
over labor motions 
to 
remove 
statues of Frederick the 
Great 
and Frederick William III, 
and 
to rename Hohensoliern 
street, 
Kaiser W ilhelm street and other 
thoroughfares, substituting 
the 
names of Kart Marx, Karl Lieb- 
knecht, Rosa Luxemburg and oth­ 
er revolutionary deaden*. 
The 
motions were carried after violent 
altercations, but by a narrow ma­ 
jority of 40 to SS. 
Another row happened almost 
sim ultaneously at Nlmptsch, Si­ 
lesia, where at a dinner to cele­ 
brate the opening o f 
a 
public 
building portrait pictures of the 
three German emperors. William 
I, Frederick III and the former 
kaiser W illiam ll hanging on the 
walls, w ere found to be covered 
over. 
Monarchists 
among 
the 
party demanded the removal of 
the coverings, and a wordy fight 
developed on the question wheth­ 
er or not the ex-kalser's picture 
should be taken away. 
Finally 
the party broke up in disorder, 
and only a few remained to finish 
tha dinner. 
A third coincidence was a libel 
action brought by Herr von OI- 
denburg-Januschau, 
a 
former 
chamberlain to 
the 
ex-kaiser’s 
court and a noted die hard mon­ 
archist, against Herbert 
Eulen- 
berg, well known author, who In 
his recent book. “The Hohenzol- 
lfrns,” recalled the story how in 
HUO “an East 
Prussian 
boor, 
(meaning Herr Oldenburg) 
had 
told the kaiser that his majesty 
could easily shut that old 
bab­ 
bling shop (the Reichstag) with 
a lieutenant and ten men,” a sen­ 
timent with which 
the 
kaiser 
completely concurred.

REAR LIGHT ON 
AUTO NEEDED 


Accident Occurs Because 
One Car Had No 
Tail Lamp 


Every vehicle must have a rear 
light in good condition when travel­ 
ing along the public highways, ac­ 
cording to the Michigan laws re­ 
lating to the operation of motor 
vehicles. 
The penalty for failure to ob­ 
serve this regulation is a sentence 
of not more than ten days in jail 
or a Ane not to exceed one hundred 
dollars. 
John McKeever of this city, driv­ 
ing a Jewett sedan on Tuesday 
night, had the misfortune of wreck­ 
ing his car 
because a 
machine 
ahead did not have a tail light 
burning. 
He was driving on Sheri­ 
dan road, and noticed an automo­ 
bile a few feet in front of him. In 
applying the brakes 
suddenly 
to 
avert a collision, the car swerved 
and overturned. 
The top of Mc. 
Keever’s car was demolished. 
Article 87 of Section 44 of the 
Michigan laws makes the follow­ 
ing provision regarding the light­ 
ing equipment of an automobile: 
“Rear lamps—Every motor vehi­ 
cle and every trailer or semi-trailer 
which is being drawn at the end 
of a train of vehicles shall carry 
at the rear a lamp of 
the 
type 
which exhibits a red light plainly 
visible under normal atmospheric 
conditions from a distance of five 
hundred feet to the rear of such 
vehicle and so 
constructed 
and 
placed that the number plate car­ 
ried on the rear of such vehicle 
shall under the conditions be so 
illuminated by a white light as to 
read from a distance of fifty feet 
to the rear of such vehicle.” 
Vehicles should be ^quipped also 
with two head lights, which also 
must be kept in good condition.

Divorce Increases 
Rapidly in France 


Paris (/P)—Divorce hag increas­ 
ed by leaps and bounds since the 
Naquet law authorized it in France. 
in 1881. 
In 1924, forty years after 
the passage of this law, there were 
35,000 divorcee, nearly 25 times as 
many as the first year. 
The number of divorces increas­ 
ed slowly. 
It is only in the post­ 
war years that it has attained pro­ 
portions which many Frenchmen 
regard as disquieting. 
Naquet. the author of the law, 
declared that the ’‘re-establishment 
of divorce wonld not increase dis­ 
union in families.” 
He thought it 
would rather decrease it. acting as 
‘‘a safety valve which consolidates 
marriage and fortifies the family.” 
His predictions seem to have 
been short of the mark. 
In 1881. 
first year of the operation of his 
’aw. there were 1,657 divorces. Ten 
years later, the number had in­ 
creased 
to 
5.457. 
Twenty-three 
years later, to 35,000. 
A single civil court at Paris re­ 
cently pronounced 95 divorces at 
one sitting.

Only a little shore ice is notice­ 
able in the harbor here, but the 
upper end near Gladstone, where 
the water is more shallow and un­ 
ruffled, there already

thickness of ice. 
More proof that Delta county Is 
situated in the “banana belt” came 
this week with the discovery of a 
live toad, hopping around near the 
Soo Dine roundhouse at Gladstone. 
Toads usually hi be rate about Octo­ 
ber. The toad was found by George 
Schraeder, a boilermaker at the 
600 Dine shops. 
From 37 degrees about aero on 
December 15, the mercury gradu­ 
ally dropped downward 
until 
it 
reached two below zero on Decem­ 
ber 21, the lowest point of the sea­ 
son. and then started climbing. The 
loweet temperature yesterday was 
S3 degrees above.
